The 
miners whose perseverance converted 
Yale bar into a hive of industry have 
gone and, only the " tailings " .remain to 
mark the spot '^'lierd] a j-Jhotisand men 
once courted tho smiles of the; fickle god- 
doss. Tho o.xperiouco of Yalo bar is tho 
common oxperionco of every bar along 
tho river. Hill's bar, where flour gold 
was found in great abundance, is desert- 
ed, and Emory bar has been laldCout ;as 
a city with wide streets, public squares, 
'inarKetlllplaces and waterworks. The 
future of other deserted bars docs not 
appear so promising; but who would ven- 
ture to sketch their career when tho iron 
horse shall have pranced and snorted past 
thoir doors? Yalo is, indued, much im- 
proved, and what strikes tho s-isitor as 
most peculiar and extraordinary is the 
largo number of Victorians he moots — 
nearly all ' following somo ' "p'ursuitl If 
Victoria's late floating population is hero, 
it is at least u comfort to know that 
they aro all usefully employed in somp 
capacity, and that tno city, street-corners 
which ohcn knew them will know th'em'nu , 
more.

Ffcitn Yalo to the terminal point of the 
Y'alo-Savona railway is four miles. The 
British Columbia Express Company sup- 
ply the horses, the ■wagons and tho drivor 
and we aro off for Eiuory. On tho road 
aro seen many evidences of the progress of 
railway work. Numerous gangs of busy 
workers are ongaged drilling, Masting and 
grading. In many places the roadbed is 
finished and it is said that by November 
the road from Yalo to a point one niilo 
below Emory will bo ironed and ready for 
the rolling stock. Tho work is of a heavy, 
substantial character— quito English in 
that respect —and when complctod the rai 1 - . 
way will be one of_:tho safest on tho 
continent. Wo pass tlfe "railway powder 
magazine, which is in tho custody- of an 
old and rospoctod Victorian, and after a 
most delightful drive over an excellent 
road reach tho suburbs of the new town. 
Wo cross a substantial bridgo which spans 
Emory ,Creok— ra .streami of cool, clear 
water tottiiife'^mfrfily as ; it comes 
over tKe boulders- a'hd gravel that it 
is a brook as beautiful as Tennyson's ideal ; 
and e'en as it seems to whisper softly- - 

"Men may come and men may go, 
Uut I flow on toiaver," 

The littlo bo.astor passes swiftly bo- 
twoeu high banks and a fo.\v hundred feet 
below plunges abruptly into^ the arms of 
tlie 'Friiser—tho'ceiitro 'of attraction o f 
all mountain streanison this w.ator8hed,and 
is instantly swallowed up. On tho op- 
positosideofthebridgo aploasingandunox- 
pectod sight meets tho cyo. .It is a naw- 
mill — a voritable steum sawmill— in ac- 
tive operation. - Lord ! how tho saws re- 
volve and' the bhios fly as the monarchs of 
the forest are cblfarod by strong hands, 
bound to the carriages and rent into re- 
quired shapes. How like criminals con-

harness the water of tho saucy littlo 
brook and utilize it to double the,.papacity 
of thoir establishment, whioh.i* jn.p, com- 
[ilote form and fitted "with every modern 
appliance requisite to ""success. Soitip 30 
hands are employed here, and a look 
through tho establishment shows tliat 
thrift and careful management preside 
over its operations. Into the wagons 
again and after a drive of a couple 
of hundred yards wo come to— a printing 
office ! If the sawmill appeared like a 
" surprise party " in our eyes, tho specta- 
cle of a printing ofBco in this charming 
spot was a revelation. As wo drew up at 
tho office door a tall figure, a cheery voice 
and a face radiant with smiles welcomed 
tho party to the office of tho 

"inland se.vtinel. " 
Tho figure and tho voice and tho smiling 
face were the property of M. Hagan, 
Esq., editor and proprietor of the news- 
paper whoso title heads this paragraph. 
The building is a two-story frame; tho of- 
fice well appointed and the circulation 
and advertising patronage very satis- 
factory. The first aide of the paper was 
in course of being struck off. Tho pioneer 
editor — an earnest, tlioughtful-looking 
gentleman, evidently coutrolled by a 
strong sense of duty and responsibility — 
spoke hopefully of tho future of the town. 
His neighbors ^ro not yery numerous, 
but they make up in kindness what they 
lack in numbers. The climate is de- 
lightful, and in tho calm and peace of tht) 
embryo city,

Tho Assizes. 



flOCTlI-EASTERN CIRCUIT. 

The assizes opened at Hertford last 
jWeek under circumstances probably with- 
out any precedent, at all events within 
living memory, and which arose out of a 
singular blunder. It is well known that 
tho Judges hold the assizos under "com- 
missions," of very ancient ' origin, in 
which the Judges who have been selected 
to go on circuit aro authorized to hold 
courts ol aasiia ond ganl doUvery, tho 
names of tho Serjeants or Quoon's Coun- 
sel being joined in these commissions in 
order to assist in case of accidents; and it 
will bo seen that this proved a very fortu- 
nate provision on tho present occasion. 
It was supposed that tho Judicature Act 
would have got rid of these "commissions" 
for they originated at a time when the 
Judges who went the circuits were not 
pbrmanont Judges, like those who sat at 
Wostiuinstor {"vMidetiUi in banco," as 
Glanvillo says), but were temporarily ap- 
pointed for tho purpose of holding ' the 
assizes — "itinorant Justices," as' they 
.were called. For thorn, of course, as 
thoy were not porraanont Judges, com- 
missions were necessary to authorize 
thorn to hold courts, and so such commis- 
sions were used. Thoy wore, however, 
very arbitrary ; and so in course 
of time — in tho 13th century — 
thoy wore changed for commissions 
framed in accordance with law. About 
tho early pa^t j0f;the'-14th century tho 
Parliament insisted that regular and por- 
riianont Judges— the Judges of tho Super- 
ior Courts at Wosliminstor — should hold 
tho assizos under those commissions, 
wliicli wore the sanio as those now in use, 
and wore probably retained chiefly in 
order thus to limit tho powers of tho 
iJildges^of Assize within the bounds of 
law. .iPbr' any ' other pur'poso certainly 
tho use of such toniporar'y ' commissions 
was not necessary, except in order to 
ioin in them others, as tho Sorjoants-at 
law, who might bo required to as:>ist tho 
Judges and ■who were not authorized by 
anystatuto to do so. No one took tho 
trouble to pass an Act for that purpose, 
and so tho "Commissions of Assizo" con- 
tinued to be usBd,;_age after ago, and to 
be road splomnly at each asaize, the read- 
ing of thj commissions, indeed, being thu 
opening of tho assiajs.''..''-Yet in . 1850. 
when an Act passed to allow the Queen's 
Counsel to be joinod in the commissions 
as well as the Serjeants-at-law (to whom 
tho honour -was in ancient times confined,) 
it would havo boon easy to provide once 
for all that the Judges should hold the 
assizes assisted by such Serjeants or 
Queen's epunsel as theyjBhottld select, 
and 80 the clumsy expedient of Commis- 
sions of Assizo might have been got rid 
of. The Judicature Act only provided 
that tho Judges of tho High Court, with 
such persons as Imd been used to assist 
thom-.-i.e.i Serjeants and Quoon's Coun- 
sel — should .be competent to hold the as-, 
sizes uifder^<Comi;nissidns of Assize'y as be-i. 
foro. I^'cert'ainly'-wa^ understood that' 
all the Judges were joinod in the Com- 
missions of Assizo for each county, so as 
to provide for any difficulty arising from 
death, illness, oraccidental orunavoidablo 
absence; and thero is somo reason to bo- 
licvo that this practice was ior somo time 
adopted. But if''tho' practice cVer began, 
it seems to have been discontinued or to 
have been departed from in this instance, 
with no inconsiderable amount of incon- 
venicuco. Tho Judges originally selected 
to come^this circuit were the Lord Chief 
Baron Wd Mr. Justice Field, but for 
somo reason Baron Pollock was substitut- 
ed, and it would seem that tho names of 
all the Judges had not been inserted in 
tho commission in tho first instance, and 
that his name, on tho alteration being 
made, was not inserted. However this 
may have been, on the Junior Judge- 
Baron Pollock— coming down on Thurs- 
day afternoon to open' tho commission, 
before ho wont to church and attended 
Divino service, it was discovorod that by 
some blunder or other tho nanio of tho 
learned Baron- was not in the Ooramission 
of ^Assize; so that ho was not compotout 
ltb*Kold the assizes. Tho learnod Baron, 
howover, all the. arrangenienta being 
made, attended Divine service as usual, 
doubtless trusting to disoovor somo os- 
capo from tho awkward ' predicament in 
which ho found himself placed. Happily 
it had not been arranged to begin busi- 
ness on tho "commission" day so that 
jurors and giiitid juroys, prosecutors, and 
witnesses were, ,;,'ndt tin waiting.; 'there 
was a whole ■'night' in which to provide 
for the difficulty..-.;It .was . too late, of 
fojine, to ^ot a now oprnti^M^ion. the 



Crown offices wore closed. All that re- 
mained was to get some Ccimmiaiioner..of 
Assize to como iuid..V'openj:Jha|p^omm^- 
sion -^ny of th^, QuioonV-C.OUWSori Whiwe 
names were in the commission being com- 
petent to do Bo, although one of Her Ma- 
jesty's Judges was not ?p— . .a, singiilar il- 
lustration of the absurdity of relying on 
these obsoleto commissions alone for the 
administration of justice at tho assizes. 
Unfortuiuitoly, however, there being 
hardly any civil .business here, no.Queen's 
Counsel was in' the-towijt' j jAU that; could 
bo done was to .'wail.%rojieVand -put off 
the opening of the com^iission until ho 
should arrive. Aftor'io o'clock at .night 
a Quoon's Coun«o!, Mr. 'Patchett, arriv- 
ed ; but his arrival was not known all at 
once, and he did not for: sdine - tini^i IdiS-f 
cover the'aiffio'ulty.^'"'WKen! 'his-^rirrfvil 
was known ho had to be found and B^nt 
for, the weary ofiicials had to be sumraon-- 
edj and then, not: long before? midnighti 
the solemn cereinony- of "opening' the 
commissions" was performed — that. is, the 
cpmmissiona were road before Mr. iPatch- 
ott, Q.O.i' one of the- Contmissionors of 
Assize;; > Then j I >'&nd ilabtf > till theii , the 
assizes were op§nedi and' it would be com- 
petent on tho morrow to prpceed to busi- 
ness, but still not competent for tho learn- 
od Baron, one of Her Majesty's Judges, 
for his name was not in the commission, 
and therefore, though Mr. Patcliett could 
sit and try prisoners, the learned J udgo 
could.not.da.sVuhtil his name should- bo 
put in.. We beliovo the deputy.; jclerk . of 
assize had to soo tho Lord Chancellor 
about it; happily the Queen's sign manual 
■was not required, and his Lordship was 
competent to supply tho omission. In 
tho moantimo, howover, of course, care 
had been taken to inform the authorities 
of tho.diffibulty, and before the opening 
of tho'oourt this momirig the necessary 
alteration in tho commissions had been 
mado, or a now commission was issued, 
and so tho loarnod Baron was duly author- 
ized to hold a Court of Assize, and accord- 
ingly sat in the Crown Court, charged the 
grand juiy,' ai^d.-tjien proceeded -to try 
prisoners',' hit fi mjipat [/i>rft*»to<c|</iat ihe 
ohinder was dixovertd before Hhe tricUs, or 
ihey might all have been invalid for Want of 
authority; and itmight have been n-ecessaty 
to pass a ffueciai Act of parliament to tup- 
ply the want of jurisdiction and confirm the 
judgments, and if Parliament had not been 
sitting there is no kiunoing ichat diffiadtiea 
might Aatw eiwu*d*"'-'A-Bill to-amond-the 
Judicature Act is boforo Parliament, and 
perhaps it may ba thought worth whilo to 
introduce a clause to prevent any such 
difficulty for the future by providing that 
all the Judges, assisted by any Queen's 
counsel on tho respective circuits, shall be 
competent to hold courts '' of assize and 
gaol delivery on such circuits as tho 
Judges may arrange. The business of the 
assizes hero was not heavy. There were 
ton prisoners for trial, but only two of the 
cases deserve mention.
